WILMINGTON - Have you ever heard of a 
», euphonium? No? Well, you may have heard 
one though. People around Wilmington 
heard one on Christmas eve, beginning 52 
years ago. 

‘A euphonium is a brass instrument, and it 
was the instrument played by the late Hugh 
Wiberg. Wiberg, better known as a grower 
of -giant pumpkins, came from a musical 
background. He grew up in a Salvation 
Army family. He was good enough that he 

_ was asked to go to work for the Salvation 
Army headquarters in New York City, and 
play in the national “Staff Band.” Instead, 
he’ chose to come to Wilmington. 

' Hugh and two of his brothers, Dave and 
Sven moved to Wilmington in 1961. That 
Christmas season, they went to various 
places around town and played Christmas 


carols, all on brass instruments. They were *. 


accompanied by their brother John, and 
Charles Fahey of Woburn. 

_ After making a musical tour of 
bvitiviih gion they descended upon ‘the Krey 
house. Rev. Rudolf and Johanna Krey had 
come from Germany in 1929, and then 
returned to Germany in 1937, only to be 
unable to leave until the end of World War 
II.. They then returned to the U.S. In all, 
they had 15 children. 

. The Wiberg ensemble entertained the 
Kreys with their carols. Meanwhile, the 
Krey women were busy in the kitchen. 
When the music was over, the Kreys and the 
Wibergs went into the dining room for a lit-

tle repast. Rev. Krey told the story of the 
Christ Child and the girls served a real 
German Wiehnachtsfest, a _ traditional 
repast for Christmas Eve. 

When they were done, the Wibergs played 
Stille Nacht and the girls sang in German. 

That started a Christmas eve tradition for 
the Wibergs..They would assemble as many 
brothers and kids as possible and go door- 
to-door, playing and singing carols. Some of 
the neighbors would offer the brothers a 
small glass of something to warm them up. 
The kids got cs cookies, which pies could take 


home in their pockets, thus avoiding having 
cookie crumbs in their horns. 

Several of the Wibergs played in the New 
England Brass Band, which played an 
Christmas program at the Wilmington 
Congregational Church. Both Hugh. and 
Dave would also play at the S.A. kettles at 
the Burlington Mall. 

Hugh Wiberg became well-known in 
Wilmington as a gardener, photographer 
and naturalist. He published a book on 
hand-feeding wild birds and one on back- 
ve? een. For many years, he wrote 
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a gardening column for the Town, “Grier, 1 


Every fall, he would be on the sidelines of 
the Wilmington football games, shooting 
the action. He began growing large pump- 
kins about 40 years ago. One pumpkin 
crossed with a giant Hungarian squash, 
producing huge fruit which he called 
Squmpkins. He later turned to growing the 


Atlantic Giant pumpkin, and organized a — 


competition for the largest pumpkin. He 
established the weigh-off at the Topsfield 


Fair, which has become the largest event at 


the fair. 

Hugh died in 2009. There is a memorial to 
him at the Topsfield Fairgrounds. Dave has 
also passed on. Sven still lives in 
Wilmington. 

Hugh, Dave and Hugh Wiberg III became 
the “Sports Huddle Marching Band” ‘on the 
Eddie Andelman show. He said whoever 
could get to the studio first and play?

Secretary of Defense Chuck Hagel announced new meas- © 


ures over the summer to address what he described as “a 
stain on the honor of our men and women who honorably 
serve our country, as well as a threat to the discipline and 
the cohesion of our force.” Hagel’s, predecessor, Leon 
Panetta, made similar comments when the media spotlight 
began to focus on the crisis. 

It’s a problem that needs addressing: Anonymous surveys 
revealed that as many as 26,000 service members said they 
were sexually assaulted in the previous year, according to a 
2012 Pentagon report. However, only 3,364 assaults were offi- 
cially reported in 2012. The high number of unreported 
assaults suggests many victims feel they can’t speak up 
without being ignored or punished. 

Until this week, there was plenty of reason to doubt how 
serious the Pentagon was about preventing sexual assaults 
and improving reporting rates. That’s because the man they 
had in charge of this important mission, Major Gen. Gary 
S. Patton, had a documented history of intimidating whistle- 
blowers. 

Now, Hagel has announced that Patton was retiring. This 
news broke a few weeks after my organization, the Project 
On Government Oversight (POGO), sent Hagel a letter ask- 
ing for Patton’s removal. We were joined by thousands of 
our supporters who also sent letters to Hagel. 

Patton’s retirement, whether it was by his own volition or 
because of outside pressure, is the first step in restoring 
credibility to the Pentagon’s Sexual Assault Prevention and 
Response Office. 

Patton was certainly the wrong person for this important 
position. 

A Pentagon Inspector General’s investigation found that in 
Patton’s previous assignment as a deputy commander of a 
NATO training mission in Afghanistan, he and another gen- 
eral prevented underlings from speaking to investigators 
examining claims of fraud and rampant patient abuse at 
Dawood National Military Hospital in Kabul. 

Although Patton denies he ever stood in the way of inves- 
tigators, witnesses say they saw him doing just that. One 
nurse at the hospital told the Project On Government 
Oversight that Patton stopped him from showing investiga- 
tors a man with misaligned bones due to a botched surgery. 

Patton poked the nurse in the chest and barked, “You need 
to stay in your [expletive] lane,” then continued, “If you 
don’t know about bones, you don’t talk about bones.”

Snowden thing. 
Spying has suddenly provid- 
ed a convenient horse for 
foreign leaders to ride in 
venting their simmering 
frustration at being con- 
stantly pushed around by 
Washington. 

Our “exceptionalism” has

And it’s not 
just the NSA. The FBI is in on it, the Department of 
Homeland Security, the state police, and even some local 
cops. 

Things have gotten so bad that a Bush-appointed judge just 
declared the whole thing “almost Orwellian.” 

“T cannot imagine a more ‘indiscriminate’ and ‘arbitrary’ 
invasion than this systematic and high-tech collection and 
retention of personal data on virtually every single citizen 
for purposes of querying and analyzing it without prior judi- 
cial approval,” Judge Richard J. Leon wrote in his 68-page 
ruling on a case brought by a conservative activist.

Boston hospital works to. fe 
eliminate “alarm fatigue” 


BOSTON (AP) — Boston 
Medical Center has dramat- 
ically cut the number of 
patient monitor alarms in 
an effort to eliminate so- 
called "alarm fatigue," when 
overwhelmed staff fail to 
properly respond. 

The hospital's efforts could 
provide a national model for 
a problem that's blamed for 
dozens of deaths. 

Boston Medical Center last 
year got rid of many lower- 
level alarms that didn't 
require an immediate 
response, cutting alarms 
from an average of 88,000 a 
week to 10,000 a week on a 
24-bed cardiac unit. Nurses 
responded quickly to all 
alarms, reducing patient 
risk. 

The changes were imple-

In the following months, the 
family bounced back and forth 
between the hospital and 
home struggling with multiple 
infections. 

In April 2012 the family was 
able to go home for Easter, but 
was only home for eight days 
before having to return to the 
hospital for another fungal 
infection. 

In May, the family had 
another respite at home for 
eight days before returning for 
a month-long stay at the hospi- 
tal again. 

By June, “We finally came 
home again for 13 days and 
then back into the hospital 
again,” said Michelle. 

A bright spot came in July 
when Daniel received a back- 
yard play structure from the 
Make A Wish Foundation. 

Remembering the hospital 
events all too clearly, Michelle 
says, “The back and forth to 
the hospital became a normal 
thing for Daniel because of the 
fungus infection, but the final 
stay in the hospital was the 
week before Christmas, 2012. 
As of next week, Daniel will be 
home one full year from the 
hospital with NO return 
stays.” 

Doctors continue to closely 
monitor Daniel as he is seen 
about every four to five weeks 
at the Jimmy Fund at Dana 
Farber, as well as at constant 
follow ups with many special- 
ists. In August 2013, Daniel 
returned to school and is 
adjusting to a somewhat nor- 
mal life of a 9 1/2 year old. 

Emphasizing his amazing 
resilience, Michelle notes,

‘It’s very rare that a stu- 
dent-athlete can dominate in 
two, sports like Drew Foley 
does. It’s very rare that a 
student-athlete can bring 
home as much hardware as 
Drew Foley has already. And 
it’s very rare that with all of 


‘those accolades and awards 


that his head isn’t the size of 
Mount Rushmore. It’s not, 
never has been and that’s 
probably the best thing 
about the kid. 

‘In one calendar year, Drew 
Foley has accomplished 
things that no other athlete 
in the history of WHS can 
say they have done, while 


he’s also 17th in his academ-: 


ic-class and an honor rool 
student. 

While he’s easily proven 
that he’s the best student- 
athlete in the school, he’s 
among the best in the state, 
in:two different sports. 

‘In: hockey all he did was 
lead ‘the Wildcats to a sec- 
ond straight Division 2 state 
championship title as the 
team’s goalie. All of that 
came after helping the team 
win. its second straight ML 
Division 2 league title where 
he was named an all-confer- 
ence selection. Throughout 
all of last year’s season, he 
was consistently named one 
of. the top players in the 
state by ESPN.com/Boston 
polls: 

In. two years as the team’s 
goalie, he has registered 37 
wins in 51 games with 15 


_ shut outs and has a record of 


10-0 in the playoffs - all of 
that coming as a sophomore 
and a junior. 

Then six months after win- 
ning a state championship in 
hockey, he helped the soccer 
team win its second straight 
ML Division 2 title where he 
was named the Freedom 
Division Player of the Year. 
In: addition he was selected 
tothe Eastern Mass All-Star 
team, was named to the All- 
State. team, and was also 
named a Boston Globe and 
Boston Herald Al-Scholastic. 

The two teams he played 
for, hockey and soccer, com- 
bined for a record of 38-6-3. 

“Drew is one of the best 
athletes -Wilmington has 
turned out in a long time,” 
said Steve Scanlon who 
coaches Foley in both 
sports. ”He’s a multi-sport 
athlete who is at the top of 
his sport in both sports. He 
was an all-state soccer play- 
er, And really for me coach- 
ing ‘him in both sports, it’s 
really hard for me to tell you 
which sport he’s better at 
honest to God. He’s as good 
of a soccer player as he is a 
goalie in hockey and I under- 
stand they are different posi- 
tions, 

-“I still say the thing that 
separates him from the rest 
of: the pack is besides his 
skill and talents is his even 
temperament. He does not 
get rattled on the field or on 
the ice and that’s so valu- 
able especially in state tour- 
nament games. He’s a calm- 
ing influence on the kids.” 


Lucky Number Five 

Drew Foley comes from a 
very big family. His is the 
fifth of seven children to 
Donnie and Cathy and also 
has. quite the extensive list 
of cousins, aunts and uncles, 
many of whom played sports 
and roamed the halls at 
WHS. His mother was a 
member of 1980 WHS Field 
Hockey team which is 
enshrined into the Athletic 
Hall of Fame. His father has 
played every sport possible, 
coaches and is a multi-sport 
referee and his two sisters 
and four brothers also have 
Played almost every sport 
from soccer to frisbee. 

“It’s very easy to pick up a 
game,” he said about his 


large family. “Sports has 
always been a part of my life 
whether it was going to a 
softball tournament for (my 
sister) Caitlin, soccer tour- 
nament at UMass-Amherst 
or hockey tournaments in 
Quebec, it’s always been a 
lot of fun. 

“Plus it’s really influenced 
me because I’ve gone to so 
many different places, 
learned so many different 
cultures and that’s helped 
me see what others can do. I 
don’t think I’d be the person 
I am today without sports 
because of the work ethic, 
the will to win and the com- 
petition.” 

Caitlin is the oldest at 26 
and she played soccer and 
softball at WHS and is cur- 
rently married and_ is 
expecting her first child. 
Shane is 26 and played hock- 
ey and baseball at WHS and 
is currently in North 
Carolina with the Special 
Forces. 

“He’s influenced me a lot,” 
said Drew about Shane. 
“He’s done so much. He’s 
always helped me _ and 
pushed me to be the best I 
can. Plus he was a really 
good hockey player.” 

Brendan is the next in line 
and he dabbled in cross- 
country and is now 23 years 
old and is a part-time sports- 
writer here with the Town 
Crier. Then there’s Colin, a 
senior at Colby-Sawyer 
College, who also played soc- 
cer and hockey and then 
Drew. After him comes 


Quinton, a sophomore at = 


WHS who is playing JV 
Soccer and Hockey and also 
plays tennis, and then Molly, 
a seventh grader who plays 
soccer, hockey and lacrosse. 
“We’re really close and 
have always been close but 
with Shane leaving we’ve all 
become even that much clos- 
er,” he said. “We just realize 
that you need to, spend as 
much time together and 
treasure that time together 
(because it’s tough when 
family members are away). 
When we were younger we 
always played baseball or 
basketball and anything we 
could do together we did.” 


Inside the cage 


Drew said that he didn’t 
start playing goalie until he 
was nine years old. Before 
that he was a defenseman. 
He tried goalie one day, 
liked it and never turned 
back. And ever since he 
tried goalie when he was 
nine, Wilmington has had a 
long history of very good 
goaltenders. But after win- 
ning back-to-back state 
titles, Drew Foley ranks as 
the all-time best ever in the 
long history of the program. 

“As a goaltender he doesn’t 
let goals get to him,” said 
Scanlon. “He pulls the puck 
out of the net and he’s back 
to work and that’s the way 
you have to approach that 
position because you’re not 
keeping all of them out.” 

In five state tournament 
games this past winter, 
Foley allowed just five goals, 
posting two shut outs along 
the way including the 4-0 win 
at TD Bank North Garden 
against Franklin for the sec- 
ond straight state champi- 
onship title. 

“It was kind of a relief 
because the pressure was off 
of us because we were 
expected to win,” he said. 
“But I thought it was great. I 
thought it was even more 
exciting.than the first time 
because it was back-to-back. 
No team had ever done it in 
Wilmington even once so to 
do it back-to-back years is 
just surreal.” 

Foley admitted that the 
team felt the pressure 
throughout the year and 
tried to handle it the best 
way they could. But in the

end, it was the talent on the 
ice that was ultimately the 
difference in becoming a 
state champion for the sec- 
ond straight year. 

“Going into the season we 
wanted to win and there was 
a lot of pressure to win,” he 
said. “Great teams some- 
times fall down because they 
think they are better than 
everyone else or they don’t 
come out to play. (Subpar 
performances) against 
Melrose, Watertown and 
Stoneham (in the tourna- 
ment) really woke us up. But 
then we got it back together, 
refocused and got the job 
done in the playoffs. 

“We had the talent. We 
could throw three lines at 
teams, sometimes four if 
needed, and we just wore

teams down in the second 
period and definitely in the 
third periods. Our defense 
was also very strong last 
year. Cam Collins stepped up 
last year on the second line, 
Anthony Castellano stepped 
on the first line to play with

After winning the ML 
Division 2 crown, 
Wilmington struggled in the 
first round of the tourna- 
ment against Stoneham, 
before turning it on playing 
four fantastic games to beat 
Boston Latin (4-1), Lincoln- 
Sudbury (6-0), Danvers (7-2) 
and then Franklin. 

“It’s hard to beat a team 
twice nevermind three times

The win in the state final 
gave Foley and the Wildcats 
two straight state champi- 
onship titles and for him he 
improved to 10-0 in the play- 
offs, an incredible stat.

“I 
just go into each game and 
try to be as focused as I can. 
If I give up a goal, I give up 
a goal because teams are 
going to score goals.” 


A Different Position 
While being a goalie in 


hockey, Drew Foley plays in 
the field when it comes to 
soccer as the team’s center- 
midfielder.

“To beat St. John’s Prep 
was awesome,” he. said. 
“They were the fourth best 
team in the state at the time 
so that was a huge highlight. 
Then in the tournament, we 
were a really good (Bedford) 
téam it’s just we lost ‘to a 
team that played better 
defense than us and a team 
that pushed the ball up and 
forcing us back and they got 
one quick break and scored 
on it.” 

After the season was over, 
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the accolades continued to 
come in for Foley, who fin- 
ished his career with 21 
goals and 29 assists for 50 
points. He was named a two- 
time all-conference selection 
in the Middlesex League, 
was named the league’s 
Player of the Year as well as 
being named to the Eastern 
Mass All-Star team, the All- 
State team as well as a 
Boston Globe and Herald 
All-Scholastic. 

“In soccer he’s an equal 
part goal scorer as well as a 
set-up man,” said Scanlon. 
“He’s one of the best one-on-

one ball handlers that I’ve 
ever coached. He can take 
on multiple guys and still 
come away with the ball. 
You always say to yourself, 
‘how did he come out of 
there with the ball’? He just 
always has the ball on his 
foot.” 

Foley said that he has been 
accepted to all of the col- 
leges he has applied to and 
would like to become an 
engineer. He added that 
wherever he goes, he would 
like to play hockey but does- 
n’t know if that career will 
begin with a year in Junior 


Hockey first. 

“It’s a shame because he’s 
talented enough to play both 
sports in college,” said 
Scanlon. “But the landscape 
of high school hockey has 
changed so much (to prevent 
you from doing that).” 

Hither way, college hockey, 
soccer or both, Drew Foley 
will leave WHS as one the 
best goalie in the history of 
the hockey program, as one 
of the all-time best soccer 
players in the history of the 
program and certainly a 
Hall of Famer ten years 
from now.

Six local individuals named | 


to All-Scholastic teams

Recently both the Boston 
Globe and Boston Herald 
announced their All- 
Scholastic teams from the 
fall athletic season and both 
Tewksbury and Wilmington 
had a number of kids and 
one coach make the grade. 

The one coach was Brian 
Aylward, who was named 
the Boston Globe’s Division 
3 Coach of the Year and was 
also pictured on the front 
page of its scholastic section 
celebrating the football 
team’s Division 3. state 
championship title along 
with his son Johnny, who 
also happened to be the 
team’s quarterback and one 
of the four captains. 

Brian Aylward, a 1991 grad- 
uate of Brown University, 
led Tewksbury to a 13-0 sea- 
son, which included winning 
the Merrimack Valley 
Conference Division 2 league 
title, the Division 3 North 
sectional championship and 


the Division 3 _ State 
Championship title. 
Tewksbury defeated 
Somerville, Gloucester, 


Marblehead, Melrose and 
then Plymouth South in the 
Super Bowl game to close 
out the season at 13-0, the 
program’s first undefeated 
season since 1985 and third 
undefeated season in pro- 
gram history. 

The Super Bowl win was 
also the third in program 
history, following 1985 and 
1996, where Aylward was a 
player on the first team and 
an assistant coach on the 
second one. 

He has a career record of 
102-82-1 in his 17 seasons 
with Tewksbury. 

Two members of his team 
Kevin Dick and James 
Sullivan were named to both 
the Globe and Herald All- 
Scholastic teams. Kevin 
Dick, this year’s Town Crier 
Male Athlete of the Year, fin- 
ished the season with 12 
touchdowns and over 800

: surreal. Ferrell's crabby, self- 

involved Burgundy has a little 

bit of the Wild West in him 
and a little bit of an old- 
school, voice-of-god anchor- 
man, such as Dan Rather. He 
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thinks he's the smartest per- 
son in any room, although he 
very much is not, and his only 
goals are "to have salon-quali- 
ty hair and read the news." 
The sequel finds him doing 
that, in the early 1980s, at a 
new-fangled 24-hour news sta- 
tion much like CNN. 

But it would be.a mistake 
to think of "Legend" as having 
anything resembling a con- 
ventional plot. It's really a 
series of  barely-related 
sketches, with pop songs from 
the late '70s and early '80s 
used to connect them. Not 
worrying much about plot 
allows "Legend" to fill us in on 
what Burgundy's amusing 
gang (played again by 
Christina Applegate, Paul 
Rudd, Steve Carell and David 
Koechner) have been doing 
since the last movie and to 
take a side-splitting side trip 
to New England, where 
Burgundy resides in a light- 
house filled with nautical 
antiques and his own ego. 

That lighthouse scene is by 
far the silliest and funniest in 
"Legend," and I wish the 
movie had ended _ there. 
Instead, creators Adam 
McKay and Ferrell feel obli- 
gated to follow it by repeating

from the first movie. The sec- 
ond fight is certainly bigger 
than the first one, and more 
packed with superstars, but 
it's nowhere near as funny. 
You can see why the cre- 
ators were reluctant to short- 
en the fight scene (or cut it 
altogether): Once they lured 
these big names to the set, 
they pretty much had to keep 
them in the movie. But the 
other problem with the fight is 
that it takes the movie's focus 
off of what is funniest about 
it: Burgundy and his idiotic 
sidekicks. Fortunately, the 
balance tips back in their 
favor with a brief credits 
sequence that shows they're 
still together, still as idiotic as 
ever and likely to reunite one 
day for another assault on 
broadcast journalism. 


“THE HOBBIT: THE 
DESOLATION OF 
SMAUG” 
GRADE: **** 


With all the introductions 
and backstory out of the way 
in the first installment of this 
trilogy, “The Hobbit: The 
Desolation of Smaug” is off 
and running straight from the 
start, resulting in a tight, lean 
journey back to Middle-earth. 
At 161 minutes, it’s practically 
a short film by director Peter 
Jackson’s standards. 

Though always engaging 
and entertaining, last year’s 
“The Hobbit: An Unexpected 
Journey,” with its prologue 
featuring the elderly hobbit 
Bilbo Baggins (Ian Holm) and 
his nephew Frodo (Elijah 
Wood), dwarf history lesson 
and extended dwarf dinner 
party, took a long time to rev 
up. With the engine already 
humming along, “The 
Desolation of Smaug” steps 
on the gas and rarely lets up. 

Following a flashback to 
the wizard Gandalf the Grey 
(Jan McKellen) giving the 
exiled, would-be dwarf king 
Thorin Oakenshield (Richard 
Armitage) the push he needs 
to undertake the quest to 
reclaim his homeland and 
birthright from the dragon 
Smaug, the story plunges 
right back into the action. A 
band of bloodthirsty ores, led 
by the menacing Azog the 
Defiler (Manu Bennett), are 
hot on the trail of Gandalf, 
Bilbo (Martin Freeman), 
Thorin and his company of 
dwarves, who first find refuge 
with the imposing skinchang- 
er Beorn (Mikael 
Persbrandt), then brave the 
forbidding forest of 
Mirkwood, home to a horde of 
giant spiders scary enough to 
make Shelob of “The Lord of 
the Rings: The Return of the 
King” seem almost cuddly, as 
well as the kingdom of the 
wood elves, a harsher, haugh- 
tier brand of elf than we’ve 
met previously. 

In this, the second in a tril- 
ogy of films based on J.R.R. 
Tolkien’s beloved “Lord of the 
Rings” prelude, the tone is 
darker, the threats more 
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immediate, the stakes higher, 
the action more intense. In 
short, it feels much more akin 
to Jackson’s “Rings” films 
than part one ever did. The 
film even welcomes back a fan 
favorite, the elf Legolas 
(Orlando Bloom), as deadly 
with a bow as ever but far 
more petulant than we’ve 
known him to be. That might 
have something to do with the 
elf maiden who’s caught his 
eye, Tauriel (Evangeline Lilly 
of “Lost” fame), who a.) is of 
a station much too low for 
Legolas, son of the king, to 
make googly eyes at; b.) 
reserves her own googly eyes 
for the young dwarf Kili 
(Aidan Turner); and ¢.) is a 
character entirely created by 
Jackson and his fellow screen- 
writers, Fran Walsh, Philipp 
Boyens and Guillermo del 
Toro. 

Limiting McKellen’s 
impact somewhat, Gandalf 
spends most of the movie 
operating solo or with the 
scatterbrained wizard 
Radagast the Brown 
(Sylvester McCoy), investigat- 
ing the dark tidings of the 
mysterious Necromancer 
(also voiced by 
Cumberbatch). The addition 
of Legolas and Tauriel, along 
with Kili’s increased role, eats 
into Bilbo’s screen time, leav- 
ing him with little to do until 
his skills as a “burglar” are 
called upon. Thorin remains 
at the forefront, however, lead- 
ing his people on their noble 
quest with all the honor and 
dignity he can muster. 

“The Desolation of Smaug” 
is yet another triumph. And 
its cliffhanger promises an 
action-packed finale.

The Alhambra, by guest 
designer Steve Duarte of 
Bordentown, N.J., is reminis- 
cent of the Craftsman homes 
that originated in Southern 
California at the turn of the 
century. From 1905 to the 
early 1920's, the Craftsman 
house was the most popular 
and fashionable smaller home 
in the country. 

Distinctive Craftsman fea- 
tures in the Alhambra include 
dormers . with decorative 
beams under the gables, a 
full-width porch supported by 
square columns on massive 
piers, and windows with multi- 
ple panes on the upper half. 
The fieldstone chimney and 
piers are also typical. 

Inside, the home is clearly 
a creation of the '90s. Family 
living areas and master suite 
are downstairs while two 
huge, identical bedrooms are 
upstairs. 

A long closet runs the 
length of the hallway that 
leads from foyer to kitchen. 
Overhead, the ceiling is two 
stories high. From the landing 
at the top the stairs, you can 
overlook the entry hall and 
open stairway. 

Contemporary features in 
the kitchen include lazy susan 
shelving and a built-in dish- 
washer, range and oven. Bay 
windows expand a_ sunny 
breakfast nook with a view of 
the back yard. Utilities and a 
small bathroom are conve- 
niently close. 

Formal dining room and 
living room are on the left.
